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DETAILED ACTION 
Priority 

1 . If applicant desires priority under 35 U.S.C. 1 19 or 120 based upon a previously 
filed application, specific reference to the earlier filed application must be made in the 
instant application.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
2. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 
The claim is not understood. After the adhesive has been to the tooth the restorative 
either has to be applied to on the top of the adhesive or to a different part of the tooth. 
Furthermore, it is not clear whether the curable material of line 10 is the adhesive or the 
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restorative. Finally, the dental restorative cannot have an adhesion to the dentin, since 
the adhesive covers the dentin. Besides, "adhesive bond strength" is better than 
"adhesion". 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102

4. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Omura et al. 
4,650,847. 

5. Omura et al. disclose application of applicants' system in claims 1-4 and curing it 
in Example 53. Applicants claim is not novel.
